A PLANNING inquiry heard 
evidence from the Tattersalls group 
in its fight against a 1,200-home 
development proposed for 
Newmarket. 

Lord Derby’s controversial plans for 
his land at Hatchfield Farm in 
northeast Newmarket were unan¬ 
imously turned down by Forest Heath 
earlier this year, but the Earl is 
appealing against the decision. 

Ian McPherson, the planning inspector 
responsible for the inquiry, will hear 
representations from Forest Heath District 
Council, Save Historic Newmarket and 
Tattersalls group, all of whom are convinced 
the development, which also includes a 
primary school, restaurants, and community 
facilities, will cause serious harm to the town. 

William Gittus was the first witness called 
by the Tattersalls Group on Tuesday, whose 
members include the Iockey Club Estates, 
Godolphin and the Newmarket Trainers’ 
Federation. 

Mr Gittus, managing director of Iockey Club 
Estates, expressed concern that increased 
traffic brought to the town by the 
development would put horses and industry 
staff at greater risk - in part because drivers 
would become more impatient through 
having to wait for longer at horse crossings. 

He said: “There will be an influx of people 
into Newmarket who do not understand 
horses who are, therefore, less sympathetic, if 
only through lack of knowledge, to their needs 
and behaviour.” 

He said a perception among trainers and 
owners that Newmarket was a less safe and 
convenient place to train horses because of 
the increased traffic could persuade people to 
take their animals elsewhere, to the 
detriment of the industry. 
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Council chief 
takes £1 Ok cut 


COUNCIL chief executive 
Mark Lloyd has taken a 
voluntary pay cut of 5 per cent 
- lopping nearly £10,000 off 
his salary. 

Mr Lloyd, the senior officer 
at Cambridgeshire County 
Council, has also not taken up 
any pay rises since joining in 
2008. 

Following this month’s pay 
cut, his salary will go from 
£195,966 to £186,167. 

Trade union leaders said Mr 
Lloyd should not expect 
lower-paid public sector 
workers to follow suit. 

The council is facing 450 
confirmed job losses in 
2011/12 as it tries to save 
£50.4 million in this financial 
year. Union officials said 450 
jobs would also be lost each 
year for the next three years. 

Terry Parr, branch secretary 


for the county branch of 
Unison, said: “Whilst we can 
but applaud Mark Lloyd’s per¬ 
sonal decision to show by 
example, I want to know why 
there is an expectation that 
anyone working in the public 
sector should be taking a pay 
cut, voluntary or not.” 

Tariq Sadiq, leader of the 
Labour Party on the council 
said: “I think it’s the right thing 
to do but of course it could 
appear to be symbolic in the 
sense of the scale of the cuts 
that have to be made within 
the council this year.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“There are absolutely no plans 
for staff to take a 5 per cent cut 
in their wages. Mark has taken 
voluntary action.” 

He added: “Mark receives 
no other supplementary 
income or bonuses.”

Pottery expert shows skills 


BEAUTIFUL ceramics were 
sculpted before the eyes of 
a rapt audience in 
Newmarket. 

Visitors to the cosy 
setting of Newmarket’s Sun 
Lane Craft Gallery last 
Saturday were treated to a 
pottery demonstration by 
Sue Slegg. 

Natural phenomena, 
including marine life and 
flowers inspire the artist’s 
sculptural smoke-fired 
ceramics, some of which 
have a little colour added. 

She made two pieces 
during the session, which 
was supposed to only last 
three-quarters of an hour, 
one was an orchid, and the 
other was also based on 
plants. 

The many processes each 
of her ceramic items goes 
through means they take 
months to create, and many 
do not survive. 

Regina Raycheva, who 
owns the gallery, said: “It 
was really interesting - she 
took much more than 45 
minutes, she made two 
things which I might have in 
the shop, provided that they 
survive the ride back home, 
there’s no guarantee. 

“It was really fun, nobody 
had seen anything like that.” 

The Sun Lane gallery is 
planning to hold a series of 
events and workshops in the 
near future, and the next is 
expected to be a jewellery 
workshop in August.

Race stalwarts 
scoop awards 

AWARDS held to recognise the unsung 
heroes of the racing industry have 
rewarded the hard work of three 
Newmarket stalwarts. 

The Betfair Pride of Racing Awards, held 
in aid of Racing Welfare, took place at the 
Epsom Downs Racecourse last Thursday at 
a ceremony attended by more than 230 
people, including Princess Anne, Racing 
Welfare’s president. 

Five finalists from a list of just 12 were 
from Newmarket, and three of the town’s 
racing heroes scooped a prize. 

Joyce Wallsgrove, the stables’ manager at 
Newmarket racecourses, won an award for 
her dedication to the thoroughbred 
racehorse as well as the staff who look after 
them. 

Another award was given to Frank 
Conlon, who retired in 2005 after serving as 
head lad to Sir Michael Stoute and Sir 
Henry Cecil. 

Mr Conlon now works as an assistant 
instructor at the British Racing School 
(BRS), where he is known by the next 
generation of stable staff as The Legend. 

An award also went to John Taylor, who 
recently retired as the manager of 
Newmarket Heath. 

He was nominated by around 80 
members of the Newmarket Trainers’ 
Federation, and the judges were impressed 
by the praise given to Mr Taylor by Sir Mark 
Prescott, chairman of the Heath 
Committee. 

Sir Prescott said Mr Taylor had made 
many lasting friends during his work, and 
was equally admired by his employers, 
employees and customers. 
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Bid to protect 
painted horses

ANOTHER model horse, 
for use as a graffiti wall, is 
just one of the plans afoot 
to protect the town’s life- 
size painted artwork from 
further harm. 

A number of Newmarket’s 
painted horses have already been 
damaged. While none is thought 
to have been deliberately 
vandalised, the town council 
intends to provide another as a 
blank canvas in the hope that this 
will keep the existing horses 
graffiti-free. 

Kay Dawson, events manager 
at Newmarket Town Council said: 
“Forest Heath has funded 
another large horse that could be 
used as a graffiti wall for the 
town’s youth. This horse could be 
positioned in the Memorial 
Gardens during the summer 
months and would possibly 
distract individuals from 
damaging our other horses.” 

A spokeswoman for Forest 
Heath said: “Artists have had the 
opportunity to express 
themselves with the painted

horses. This is a chance for the 
young people of Newmarket to 
be creative.” 

Despite warnings that the life- 
size creations were not built to 
carry humans, people have been 
spotted climbing on them. 

Mrs Dawson appealed last 
week for people to urge those 
they see horsing about on the 
artwork to stop, and to contact 
the council with their sighting. 

She said: “It’s not that we will 
report that to the police or 
anything, the police are aware, 
they are looking after them and 
we are looking after them.” 

She said she has received 


photos of people scaling the 
horses since the appeal. She 
added: “I don’t think anyone has 
gone out purposefully to 
vandalise them - I have had 
people send me photos of people 
having a few drinks and wanting 
to get on. 

“It’s a bit of fun, really, but at 
the end of the day if they do get 
damaged we have to bring them 
in and repair them and it takes 
them away from the community.” 

The movement of someone 
climbing onto a horse causes it to 
wobble dangerously, loosens the 
disk holding it to the ground, and 
damages its hooves. 

So far, four of the horses have 
had to be repaired and one, 
outside the Premier Inn, has still 
not been replaced. 

The council was even moved to 
call in a farrier, Colin Seymour, 
who is accustomed to working 
with real life horses, to tend to 
Mystiko, one of the models. 

Mrs Dawson said: “What we 
have decided to do now is we are 
working closely with the police 
and town councillors go round 
twice a week to check the horses 
on Monday and Friday and 
report back on any damage.”

But Christopher 
Boyle, appearing 
for Lord Derby, 
said: “Matters of 
perception which 
in fact are unsub¬ 
stantiated by objec¬ 
tive evidence are 
matters to which he 
(the planning 
inspector) is likely 
to give significantly 
less weight.” 

He added if the 
evidence under¬ 
lying Mr Gittus’s 
concerns about 
traffic was found to 
be overstated, his 
objections would 
have to be viewed 
in that light. 


Mr Boyle said 
accidents involving 
horses had been 
low in number, and 
said a report com¬ 
missioned by the 
Jockey Club had 
found the area to be 
safer than com¬ 
parable roads else¬ 
where. 

He accused Mr 
Gittus of having a 
narrow focus on the 
interests of the 
h o r s e r a c i n g 
industry, and said 
consideration was 
required for the 
needs of the 
majority of people 
not directly emp¬ 
loyed in racing.

Care home is 
boost for jobs 

150 posts may be created at Kentford Manor

A NEW 97-bedroom high- 
class nursing home is set to 
bring up to 150 jobs to the 
area. 

Kentford Manor, in Kennett, will 
open in September, and will 
employ between 100 and 150 full- 
and part-time staff. 

The home will focus on 
residential, nursing, and memory 
care, and will incorporate a suite 
specifically designed for those 
with dementia. 

The memory care suite will 
feature wall-sized images of the 
local area drawn from the past, so 
residents can point out, for 
example, their old street, or where 
they used to walk to school. 

The suite will even incorporate 
pieces bought from a local 
museum into Grannies’ Kitchen, a 
treasure trove of pots, pans, scales 
and more from the 18th century. 

Youngsters at Kennett Primary 
school have been asked to draw 
on local history to dream up

names for Kentford Manor’s eight 
suites, and the winners will be 
announced in September. 

Wendy Harvey, manager of the 
new home, said: “It is a truly 
stunning facility and we look 
forward to welcoming everyone 
soon. 

Every possible care has been 
taken to make this a really quality 
care home that will offer the type 
of support and care that you 
would want for yourself. It will be 
a home to live and thrive in, 
where respect, choice and 
independence is an everyday 
consideration.” 


Kentford Manor will feature 
butler service, but those wishing 
to roll up their sleeves will be able 
to get behind a bar and pull pints, 
bake cakes and other food for sale 
in the cafe, which will be open to 
the community.

A JOCKEYING legend has 
unveiled the Sports Injury 
Clinic’s new headquarters in 
Fordham. 

AP McCoy, winner of the Grand 
National and 16-times champion jockey, 
was the guest of honour at the opening 
of the Sports Injury Clinic’s HQ in 
Newmarket Road, Fordham. 

The invite-only ceremony was 
attended by 30 guests, including 
Sharron Murgatroyd, an injured jockey, 
and Brigadier Cedric Burton, OBE, chief 
executive of Racing Welfare. 

Brigadier Burton said: “It’s a great new 
facility and it think it’s one that may be 
of relevance to quite a lot of people we 
help. 

“When people get injured through 
work in particular, it’s very important for 
them to be able to get back to work or 
back to their full working ability as 
quickly as possible because their livings 
depend on it, so any additional facilities 
that can help them to do that so much 
the better.” 

The 15-year-old business was 
previously based in Fordham’s Mill Lane, 


but, the new premises have allowed the 
centre to double its treatment rooms to 
two, and a rehabilitation area has also 
been added. 

Two more sports therapists, Ramon 
Holland and Steph Plater, have joined 
the team. 


Lee Petrucci, clinical director, said: “It 
will help us to focus these services and 
consolidate everything in one area. It 
provides a great central hub for our 
clinical networks in Newmarket, 
Huntingdon and Essex. It gives us that 
focus point, it gives us a greater capacity 


to see more people.” 

The clinic offers manual therapy, 
specialist services including diagnostic 
ultrasound scanning, and links to sports 
physician and orthopaedic consultants. 

He said: “Our aim is to get clients pain 
free and back to fitness as soon as 
possible. When an injury occurs it is vital 
to act fast and get the right treatment, so 
we use specialist skills and equipment 
not only for assessment and treatment 
but also for the recovery and 
rehabilitation of injury, many of which 
are at the forefront of elite sports injury 
management and now available to 
everyone.” 

To celebrate the launch, the clinic has 
promised customers joining in the next 
month a free consultation. It is also 
holding an open day from 9am on 
Saturday.

Retailers back 
parking plans 

Slow start to project fails to deter enthusiasm 


NEWMARKET’S retailers 
are convinced business 
parking permits will make 
the town a better place for 
all, and remain undeterred 
by the scheme’s slow start. 

Employees in the town are 
being offered a permit to park on 
the top floor of the Guineas 
multi-storey for a year at the cost 
of £250, or £130 for six months. 

Julie Eden, a member of the 
Retailers’ Association, who owns 
Coffee and Co, said only a dozen 
businesses have expressed 
serious interest in permits so far. 
But, she added, it was simply the 
case more people needed to find 
out about the scheme. 

She said: “One, it gets cars off 
the streets; two, it will be safe and 
secure for people to park up and, 
three, it’s so cheap, it works out at 
about 68p a day, which is 
incredible value.” 

There was a particular prob-

lem, she said, on streets such as 
All Saints Road, which are 
particularly narrow. 

She said: “The town’s quite 
busy and I know myself from 
having lived in Newmarket with 
on-road parking how frustrating 
it is when you come home and 
you cannot park outside your 
house because someone has 
parked there all day to go to 
work. 

“I fully understand we will all 
park free if we can, but it’s 
annoying from a householder’s 
perspective. I do think the roads 
are quite congested.” 

The scheme, which will involve 
around 100 parking spaces, will 
allow businesses to purchase a 
permit and share it between up 
to two workers. 

Marion Green, secretary of the 


retailers’ association, added the 
scheme had the possibility of 
making the town a more 
attractive destination for visitors. 

She said: “It’s relieving the 
traffic for visitors and making 
short and long-term parking 
more available because we have 
got limited parking in the town. 
You cannot suddenly expand the 
town, so the more people you 
can encourage to take it up will 
ease the pressure for visitors to 
the town - and it makes it easier 
for the staff, because this is 
secure parking we’re talking 
about.” 

The plan, developed by the 
Retailers’ Association, Forest 
Heath District Council and 
Joanne Rogers, Forest Heath’s 
town centre manager, will see a 
small percentage of the profit 
reinvested into the town for 
events such as the recent 
Summer Spectacular and a 
forthcoming fashion show. 


Charity the winner 
as team lose game 


RACING Newmarket 
suffered a defeat against 
an RAF select soccer 
squad in Cheveley on 
Saturday - but the team 
put up a good fight. 

Howard Jones, 
manager of the 
Newmarket team, said 
the lads had lost 8-3, but 
the side had played well. 

He added that the 
game had raised more 
than £500 for Help for 
Heroes. 

Mr Jones, who is still 


looking for people to 
sponsor the team’s 
goalposts, said: “We 
were leading for a lot of 
the game. 

“It was only in the last 
15-20 minutes we caved 
in, but we lost quite a 
few people to racing. 

“We didn’t have any 
substitutes and they 
were all getting tired, but 
apart from that, it was a 
good game and there 
were hundreds of people 
there.”

Driver is

A SERIOUS collision 
between an HGV and van 
partially closed the A14 
between Newmarket and 
Bury St Edmunds.

The collision occurred 
between the junctions for 
Risby and Bury West and 
caused the road to be 
closed between junctions 
40 and 42 for more than 
four hours. 


Free tipping to 
boost recycling 

No charge for metals, paper and mobile phones 


DISPOSAL of some types of 
rubbish at Newmarket's 
waste recycling centre will 
be free in a bid to 
encourage green living. 

Newmarket Open Door, the 
Station Road-based charity, 
stepped in to save the town’s 
Depot Road recycling centre 
which would have closed for good 
at the end this month because of 
county council budget cuts. 

To provide a service equal to 
that offered by the previous 
council-run centre, the charity 
said it would have to introduce 
charges for the service to make 
the takeover viable. 

But, to avoid discouraging 
people from recycling at the 
centre, the charity has pledged to 
take metals, paper and cardboard, 
plastic bottles, toner cartridges, 
mobile phones and batteries for 
free. 

lohn Durrant, general manager 
of Newmarket Open Door, said:

“We explored a number of options 
and reached a conclusion that we 
did not want to discourage people 
from bringing us recyclables.” 

All items accepted by the 
charity for sale in its Open Door 
Charity Superstore and Training 
Centre will be accepted without 
charge, but mixed loads, 
including items like garden waste 
and wood, must still be paid for. 

It will cost cars £3 to enter the 
recycling centre, £6 for estates and 
£12 for a van or large trailer up to 
3.5 tonnes. 

The charity will also accept 
commercial waste at £20 a car, £25 
for an estate and £50 for a van or 
trailer. 

In response to the suggestion it 
was unfair to charge by size of car 
rather than by size of load, Mr 
Durrant said a simple system was 
necessary, and added it would be 


reviewed at some stage. 

He said: “It’s very difficult to 
deal with gradations. We will 
review at some point and see what 
the public perceptions are, but we 
had to start from somewhere. We 
needed a simple charging system. 
Inevitably, what people will do is 
to combine and not bring small 
amounts down and fill a car up.” 

He said the prospect of people 
fly-tipping to avoid the charges 
was a worry, but added those who 
would flout the charges were 
acting irresponsibly. 

He said: “People used to fly-tip 
when it was free. I think 
everybody has to be concerned 
about that, but if they are fly¬ 
tipping because they are not 
prepared to pay £3 or go to 
Mildenhall, I think probably they 
are not being very responsible.” 

The Open Door Community 
Recycling Centre opens on August 
25. 


Four re-bailed over shooting incident 


FOUR men arrested in 
connection with the 
double murder near 
Mildenhall in March 
have been re-bailed. 

Shane Hill, 20, and 
David Castell, 29, were 
shot on Tuesday, March 
15, at Willow Park in 


Beck Row. 

A provisional post¬ 
mortem found the 
victims, who are both 
from Southend, died 
from gunshot wounds. 

The four men arrested 
in relation to the offence 
were set to return to 


police stations in Suffolk 
over the coming weeks. 

Two men from the 
Mildenhall area, aged 28 
and 38, have been re¬ 
bailed to return to a 
police station on 
Wednesday, September 
14. 


A 40-year-old from the 
Mildenhall area is due to 
answer his bail on 
Wednesday, September 
21 . 

A Cambridgeshire 
man, aged 37, has been 
re-bailed until Monday, 
August 22.

Karen’s raw talent 
for healthy eating

C ARROTS and 
apples/’ laughs 
Karen Knowler. 
“As soon as people 
hear ‘raw food’, without 
fail they say ‘that’s just 
carrots and apples’. So 
these days if people ask 
what I do, I say I help 
people eat more 
healthfully” 

Karen is a raw food coach 
and, via her website, books 
and talks, introduces 
everybody to the delights of 
eating uncooked grub. 

And no, it’s not just about 
munching on celery sticks: 
Karen reckons you can make 
everything from ice-cream to 
burgers using raw ingredients, 
and that by ‘going raw’ - even 
for just one day - you’ll feel 
more energised, slimmer and 
sexier. 

“For me it’s a tool for living a 
better life,” says Karen, who 
admittedly looks younger than 
her 38 years. “I know that I can 
be faster, happier and lighter 
on raw.” 

So what exactly is wrong 
with cooking food? “If you 
apply heat you lose minerals, 
vitamins, oxygen and all the 
enzymes,” explains Karen. 

“Enzymes are like the ‘life- 
force energy’ of something. If 
you take a cooked almond and 
a raw almond and you plant 
them both in the garden, the 
cooked almond isn’t going to 
grow, but the raw almond will. 

“So when you’re bringing a 
live food into your body, you’re 
going to feel more alive.” 

But if it makes you feel so 
fantastic, why doesn’t 
everyone do it? “Because 
people don’t really know what 
it is,” says Karen. “Like I say, 
they think it’s just carrots and 
apples, and they automatically 
think it’s boring, it’s plain, it’s 
dull. But there’s so much you 
can eat!” 

Eating natural foods wasn’t 
always at the forefront of her 
mind. Growing up in 
Newmarket, Karen admits her 
lifestyle was pretty unhealthy. 
“I was chubby,” she says. “I 
was a size 14 when I was 14, 
and bearing in mind I’m 5ft 4, 

I did look a bit like a Weeble! 

“I ate chips twice a day, and 
I enjoyed eating like that. What 
I didn’t enjoy was looking the 
way I looked and feeling the 
way I felt.” 

But it was working in her 
stepfather’s butcher’s shop 
that triggered a change in 
Karen’s eating habits: “I was 
doing all the really horrible 
stuff: putting turkey necks 
down the mincer, handling 
offal... and the longer I 
handled the meat, the more 
uncomfortable I started to 
get.”

By the time she left home at 
19, Karen had become 
vegetarian - much to her 
family’s horror. “Everyone said 
I was going to die of 
malnutrition,” she laughs. “So 
I thought well, I know I’m not 
going to die, but at least I 
should make sure I’m getting 
everything I need. So I started 
reading about it and one day I 
picked up a book called Raw 
Energy by Leslie Kenton. 

“It talked about ‘live food’ 
versus ‘dead food’, and it was 
the first time I’d ever heard 
food talked about in those 
terms. It felt like the missing 
piece of the jigsaw.” 

Karen began eating fresh 
fruit for breakfast, having a 
smoothie at her desk, eating a 
mostly raw lunch of avocado 
and tomatoes with wholemeal 
pitta bread, and having a juice 
with a big salad for supper. 

The results, she says, were

instantaneous. “My energy 
went off the charts, to the 
point where I was 
going swimming in 
the 

morning 
and 
circuit¬ 
training at 
night 
because I 
just had too 
much 
energy! I 
was 

bouncing off 
the walls.” 

By the time 
she was 25, 

Karen was so 
enraptured by 
her new 
lifestyle that 
she gave up her 
job in PR to run 
The Fresh 
Network, a 


mail-order business for raw 
foodies: “Then I realised my 
biggest strengths were in 
coaching, so I sold that 
company and created The 
Raw Food Coach.” 

She now trains raw food 
teachers all over the world, 
working from the Chittering 
home she shares with her son, 
Luke, who is 8. 

As for drinks, Karen sips 
water and peppermint tea, but 
rarely touches alcohol (“It just 
affects me too much; when 
you’re system is clean, the 
feeling hits you like a brick!”), 
and insists she doesn’t dream 
of scoffing naughty food, 
“because if you’re eating a 
well-balanced, healthy diet, 
you don’t have any kind of 
cravings.” 

Karen, who used 
International Raw Food Day 
earlier this month to 
encourage everyone to try 
‘going raw’ for 24 hours, 
admits that she’s faced 
hostility, and shudders at the 
memory of being interviewed 
by a rather aggressive lady on 
Radio 4. “At one point I nearly 
asked her to leave!” she 
laughs. “She kept saying: ‘Why 
would you do this? Why all this 
effort?’ 

“I said look, if you can get 
through your day and feel OK, 
fine. But if you know that 
there’s a way of eating that 
makes you feel brilliant all day, 
then why wouldn’t you?” 

She insisted: “I’m really, 
really keen to point out that 
this is not a religion, and I’m 
not evangelical. It’s just eating 
naturally, and in an energy- 
rich way. 

“But what I would say is if 
you try it for a day, then you 
can draw your own 
conclusions - because nothing 
can beat your own experience. 
It wasn’t until I tried it that I 
was sold.”

made simple 
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Hard work 
pays off 
for school 


OFSTED inspectors 
have awarded River¬ 
side Middle School a 
satisfactory rating, 
and have praised its 
hard work at a “diffi¬ 
cult time” 

The Mildenhall school’s 
overall effectiveness and 
capacity for sustained 
improvement were rated 
satisfactory after an 
inspection at the end of 
June. 

The school is set to close 
in August next year as part 
of Suffolk’s transfer to a 
two-tier education system. 

The report said: “Some 
staff have left and the 
school has had difficulty in 
replacing them in key 
subject areas. 

“Despite these diffi¬ 


culties, the morale of the 
staff is high even though 
the majority are unsure 
about their future after the 
school closes. 

“The school has worked 
hard to maintain the 
quality of education it 
provides at this difficult 
time.” 

The inspectors classed 
pupils’ behaviour as good, 
and said most students’ 
self esteem and confi¬ 
dence were boosted by 
their years at Riverside. 

The report said: “All 
groups of pupils enjoy 
learning and are keen and 
enthusiastic in lessons.” 

Caroline Yates, head¬ 
teacher at Riverside, said: 
“Obviously we are very 
pleased that the children 
were so well-behaved and 


have worked hard and are 
trying to do their very 
best.” 

Inspectors found the 
school cares for its stu¬ 
dents, the youngsters’ 
progress is beginning to 
improve, and staff are 
committed to helping 
pupils achieve more. 

But, it added there was 
insufficient good and 
outstanding teaching at 
the school to help the 
youngsters make consis¬ 
tently good progress. 

Susan Byles, head¬ 
teacher of Mildenhall 
College of Technology, will 
assume responsibility for 
the school in September, 
and staff at Mildenhall 
College have started 
teaching Riverside’s older 
pupils.

A COUNCILLOR needs 
public opinion to get his 
campaign to move New¬ 
market into Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

The town’s position in 
Suffolk has always struck Cllr 
Tom Kerby as a “quirk of 
history”, but after winning the 
right to represent Cheveley on 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council in May, he has 
decided to take action. 

Cllr Kerby plans to gather 
the views of the public and 
launch a petition within the 
month to formally assess the 
town’s views on his scheme. 

He said his call for a debate 
on the matter was motivated 
by practical concerns, and was 
not intended to put down the 
work of the councils serving 
the town at present. 

He said: “If you were to ask 
the vast majority of residents 
in this area which towns they 
look and relate to, I doubt 
many would say Mildenhall or 
Ipswich. No, I think the 
answer would be Newmarket 
and Cambridge. And this is 
just the start. 

“For example, we currently 
have the rather ludicrous 
situation of two different 
police forces looking after race 
days at the racecourse simply 


because of the geography of 
the area. Then there are times 
when children living in 
Cambridgeshire end up going 
to schools in Newmarket and 
vice versa - and let’s not forget 
the issues which came out 
when Suffolk County Council 
suggested closing New¬ 
market’s Household Waste 
Recycling Centre.” 

He suggested Newmarket 
would benefit from forging 
business links with Cam¬ 
bridge, and posed the 
question of how affiliation 
with Cambridge’s universities 
would affect Newmarket’s 
growth. 

He said: “Surely there are 
ways we can partner the 
world-class horse racing 
knowledge and expertise with 
the skills and expertise in 
Cambridge. Would that help to 
create new jobs and help the 
area to thrive in the future? 

“There is also the notion 
that between Cambridge, Ely 
and Newmarket we could 
create a formidable centre of 
technology to rival the M4 
corridor.” 

This campaign, he added, is 
by no means new - the 
proposal was floated in 1972 
before it was withdrawn by 
the Government.

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Village that has stood test of 


THE cosy village of Soham, 
located off the A142 between 
Newmarket and Ely, is of 
historical interest, thanks to 
archaeological findings near 
Devil's Dyke. 

Hoards of bronze objects, including a 
sword and spearhead from the Bronze 
Age, were found in 1938. An extensive 
ditch system and 800m wooden track¬ 
way were further examples of ancient 
life in the area. 

The local 12th century church, St 
Andrew’s, is built on the very spot where 
a cathedral and palace used to stand in 
900AD, built by a Saxon nobleman. 

One of the village’s local heroes was 
William Case Morris, who travelled to 
Argentina in 1872 and, horrified by the 
poverty he encountered, founded a 
range of children’s homes there. He is 
still remembered fondly in Buenos Aires, 
where numerous statues of him abound. 

But Soham isn’t all about history: it is 
a thriving community with several 
schools, a football team, a library, 
museum, and even an annual pumpkin 
Re-enactment: A grant to restore parts of Devil’s Dyke near Soham resulted in a re-enactment of an ancient battle between fair. Five top spots to visit in and around 
Kings Penda and Anna, with members of Grantanbrycg taking to the fields for the occasion. Soham are:

■ Soham Museum, situated in The 
Pavilion, was established in 1998 to 
provide a living history of the town. 

■ Though it once boasted nearly 50, 
Soham currently has five traditional 
working pubs: The Carpenter's Arms, 
The Cherry Tree, The Fountain, The Red 
Lion and The Ship.

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Old faded photo helps mum 
to find her long-lost father

S LIGHTLY 
crumpled, the 
photograph 
shows a tall, 40- 
something Jamaican 
man lounging 
casually on a bed in 
drainpipe trousers. 


For Kelly-Ann Oakman, 
the photograph is 
significant in more ways 
than one: it was the final 
birthday present she ever 
received from her father, 
the last time she saw him, 
in 1992. And it was the 
single piece of evidence 
that helped her solve the 
19-year puzzle of his 
disappearance. 

Two weeks after her 12th 
birthday, the photo tucked 
safely in a drawer at home, 
Kelly’s grandmother called 
the house where she lived 
with her mother in Potters 
Bar. The arrangements had 
all been made: Kelly would 
meet her dad, like she 
always did, at her nan’s 
home down the road at 
10am on Saturday, and 
they would spend the day 
together. 

By noon, he hadn’t 
arrived. She sat, staring out 
of the window down the 
street, while her 
grandmother Edna looked 
on anxiously from the 
doorway. They called his 
home, but there was no 
answer. 

When night fell and 
Kelly was still looking 
through the window, her 
grandmother touched her

on the shoulder: it was 
clear he wasn’t coming, 
fohn White, wherever he 
was, had disappeared 
without a trace. 

Not that it’s easy to trace 
someone when you’re a 
12-year-old schoolgirl, says 
Kelly, now a 30-year-old, 
happily married mum-of- 


two living in Royston. 

So what do you do when 
your father goes missing? 

“You ask your mum, 
right?” reasons Kelly. But 
whatever happened 
between her father and her 
mother is something Kelly 
has never been able to find 
out. After Kelly left home, 


she and her mother 
stopped speaking, despite 
living only a few streets 
apart. 

Life wasn’t always easy. 
The family moved from 
Potters Bar to Royston in 
1994, and a few years later, 
aged 18, Kelly fell pregnant 
with her daughter,

Georgina, now 12, who is 
quietly doing her 
homework in the corner of 
their cosy living room. 
Sadly, the relationship with 
Georgina’s father didn’t 
work out, and then 
Georgina was diagnosed 
with hereditary Hyper 
Mobility Syndrome, which 
requires regular 
physiotherapy. 

The condition was 
entirely absent from her 
mother’s side of the family, 
so the answer had to lie 
with her father. And 
suddenly 19 years of 
unanswered questions 
flooded back, prompting 
Kelly to start her search 
again. 

“It was a difficult 
decision,” she says slowly. 
“It has always eaten me up, 
not knowing, and it had a 
lot to do with my 
depression when I was 
younger. I was abandoned 
by this man. 

“But after I had Tyla 
[Kelly’s son with her 
husband Clive Manning, 
an old friend from her 
Meridian School days, who 
she married in 2009], I 
knew he might also be 
affected by the condition, 
and I felt I owed it to my 
children to track him 
down.” 

But where do you start 
when the trail went cold as 
soon as it began? After 
several false starts with the 
Jamaican Embassy, Kelly 
placed an advert into 
several newspapers across 
London last month. Not 
long afterwards, the phone 
rang. 

“When the phone call 
came I was here at home 
just doing everyday 
things,” she continues, as 
14-month-old Tyla toddles 
onto her lap. “Georgina 
hadn’t even come home 
from school. And then the 
whole world totally 
changed.” 

A private detective, Andy 
Philippou, had been so 
moved by her tale he was 
offering to find her father 
for free. 

Weeks later, he rang 
again. With nothing more 
to go on than the 


photograph, John’s name 
and the fact he had worked 
at the Ford motor plant in 
Dagenham in the 1980s, he 
had managed to find 
details of an older brother, 
Ron, still registered as 
living in John’s old 
neighbourhood of Palmer’s 
Green, London. 

Hands quivering at the 
memory, Kelly says: “I was 
shaking like a leaf when he 
told me. But I wanted to 
act straight away. I jumped 
in the car and got to their 
house in 45 minutes. Then 
I knocked on their door.” 

She needn’t have been 
nervous. Her uncle’s wife, 
Isolyn White, opened the 
door and, though shocked, 
she “practically fell into her 
arms.” 

Ron had died 12 years 
earlier, but Isolyn knew all 
about her. In fact, the 
whole family knew about 
her, and they had a photo 
of her in her school 
uniform to prove it. 

Answers, when they 
come, always seem 
simpler than they should 
be. In less than five 
minutes, this woman had 
solved the puzzle that had 
haunted Kelly for decades. 

Her father was alive, 71- 
years-old and living in 
Jamaica. 

Touching Kelly on the 
arm, Isolyn asked: “Would 
you like to get in touch?” 
Kelly with her heart in her 
mouth dialled a number 
and, 4,000 miles away in 
the Porus area of Jamaica, 
a phone started to ring. 

“Is that John?” she asked 
tentatively “It’s Kelly.” 

What followed was an 
outpouring of 20 years’ 
worth of emotion and an 
elderly man crying quietly 
as he had his first 
conversation in almost two 
decades with his only 
child. 

As ever, there are two 
sides to each story. For his 
part, says Kelly, John 
claims to have received a 
phone call, all those years 
ago, from someone else in 
the family, telling him Kelly 
and her mother had 
moved house, and that his 
daughter never wanted to 


see him again. That, he 
told Kelly, is the reason he 
left his daughter without a 
word. Two years later, he 
moved back to Jamaica. 

“I felt so bad for my dad 
because he had been 
carrying that around with 
him, thinking that his only 
child didn’t want anything 
to do with him,” says Kelly 
“‘It wasn’t true’, I told him. I 
said: ‘We didn’t move until 
1994; I have always wanted 
to know you’.” 

The truth about that 
phone call seems destined 
to remain a mystery; it 
would involve opening up 
too many old family 
wounds and, wisely, Kelly 
has chosen to let the past 
lie. This, she says, is a time 
for new beginnings, not 
old grudges. 

Across the ocean now 
lies a second family dying 
to meet her, and a chance 
to discover her Jamaican 
heritage and relatives. 

“There are questions 
that I want answered but I 
don’t think I’m going to get 
the whole truth now and I 
should just be grateful that 
I found him in time,” says 
Kelly 

“I can barely even 
remember the day when 
he never turned up; it’s just 
too painful. But now to 
hear that this whole 
different family love me 
and know all about me - 
that is all I ever wanted. I 
don’t need to dig up the 
past any more. 

“I can’t believe I held 
onto this for 20 years,” she 
adds, staring at that 
creased, slightly faded 
photograph of her father. “I 
can't bear to think what 
might have happened if I 
had lost it; I don’t think 
we’d be in touch today.” 

A few weeks ago, Kelly 
sent John a Father’s Day 
card. “I hadn’t written one 
for 20 years,” she says, “and 
I didn’t know whether to 
call him ‘dad’. In the end it 
just came out and it felt 
good.

Back to age 
of innocence

F OR a man who 

distinguished himself 
in so many areas of 
life, it is perhaps ironic 
that, in Eden End - a 
major revival of which 
comes to Cambridge Arts 
Theatre this week - JB 
Priestley chose to write 
about the one thing he 
could never hope to fully 
understand: unfulfilled 
ambition. 

Bom into modest means in 
Bradford in 1894, John Boynton 
Priestley - known to all as Jack - 
may have appeared, in the words 
of one contemporary critic, 
“pudgy and slow spoken”, but he 
possessed a razor-sharp mind 
that allowed him to transcend his 
humble beginnings as a junior 
clerk in a wool office to enjoy 
huge success as a playwright, 
novelist, critic, social 
commentator and broadcaster. 
Eden End has much in common 
with Priestley’s most celebrated 
play, An Inspector Calls , which

is also making a return to 
Cambridge later this year. Both 
find the author casting back to 
an Edwardian age of innocence 
and exploring the fault-lines 
running through the lives of 
respectable middle class 
families. In Eden End, those 
cracks are exposed by the return 
of Stella Kirby (Charlotte 
Emmerson), the prodigal 
daughter who, eight years after 
running away to be an actress, 
unexpectedly washes up back at 
the family home, burdened with 
disappointment and broken 
dreams, and hoping to find 
comfort in the familiar 
surroundings of her childhood. 

English Touring Theatre’s 
production - which also stars 
Jonathan Firth, brother of Colin 
- is the first major revival of 
Eden End in a decade, and 
received very positive reviews 
when it premiered in 
Northampton in early June. 

At the start of this month, the 
play enjoyed a run in Richmond, 


where the opening night 
audience included one Tom 
Priestley, the only son among JB 
Priestley’s five children, who 
now acts a gatekeeper for his 
father’s legacy and is president 
of the JB Priestley Society. 

When I caught up with him a 
few days earlier, I asked him if 
he recognises anything of his 
own family in the Kirbys. 

“Definitely not,” he says. “My 
father was rather particularly not 
an autobiographical writer: other 
writers just recycle their lives, 
sometimes very effectively, but 
he had a very a different way of 
working.” 

And yet it’s clear that 
something kept drawing 
Priestley back to his own past: to 
those much eulogised summer 
days before the back of Europe 
was broken by the First World 
War. 

“He once said that if he wrote 
a contemporary piece, it was 
very difficult not to make it 
journalistic,” says Tom, who will 
turn 80 next year. “But it’s true 
that for him, pre-1914 was his 
youth, which in a sense was 


destroyed by his experiences in 
the trenches in France. So he had 
a kind of affection for that 
particular period. And of course, 
there’s the irony that we know 
now, with hindsight, that [the 
Kirbys’] whole world was going 
to be destroyed by the First 
World War, and the younger son, 
Wilfred, would very likely have 
been killed.” 

In 1919, Priestley received an 
ex-officer’s grant to study at 
Cambridge and spent three years 
reading modem history and 
political science at Trinity Hall. It 


was not, says Tom, an entirely 
happy experience. 

“I think he found it difficult; 
he felt very much an outsider. In 
those days it was a much more 
upper class thing, going to 
Cambridge, and they obviously 
slightly looked down on him as a 
rough northerner. And of course 
he was 25 - a lot of them would 
have been coming in straight 
from public school at 18, with no 
experience of life at all.” 

Perhaps Priestley’s most 
influential contribution to the rise 
of the workers’ movement 


between the wars was his seminal 
1934 book English Journey, in 
which he recounted his travels 
around the country the previous 
year, highlighting the lives of 
quiet desperation being led by 
millions of ordinary people in 
ports, shipyards and factory 
towns left devastated by the 
Depression. What does Tom 
think he would he make of the 
Britain of 2011? 

“I think he’d be very sad,” he 
says. “I think plainly a lot is 
wrong: you can start with the 
whole banking crisis and all of 
that. He always had a low view of 
people who lived purely by 
money - buying stocks and 
shares, or borrowing money from 
banks to buy up companies and 
then stripping their assets. Are 
they actually creating anything, 
or are they just using them to 
make money? These are the 
things he’d seen in his lifetime; 
can we say they’ve got any 
better?” 

JB Priestley died in August 
1984, shortly before his 90th 
birthday. For a time, his plays fell 
out of favour, until Stephen 
Daldry rescued An Inspector 
Calls from its quiet dotage as a 
staple of the village am-dram 
circuit with his electrifying 1992 
National Theatre revival. One of 
the most garlanded theatrical 
productions of all time, it is this 
version which continues to play 
to packed houses up and down 
the country, leading the way for 
high profile revivals of Time and 
the Conways and now Eden End, 
among others. 

In fact, for all his successes, it 
feels like it’s taken the best part 
of a century for JB Priestley to 
become the one thing you could 
never have accused him of being 
before - fashionable.

ALMOST 10 years after the release 
of Harry Potter And The 
Philosopher’s Stone, the most 
successful film franchise in history 
reaches its spectacular conclusion. 
In Harry Potter And The Deathly 
Hallows: Part 2 , The final chapter 
rests heavily on the shoulders of 
Radcliffe and while he has improved 
as an actor, he doesn’t possess the 
range to provide a strong emotional 
connection to Harry’s grief. 
Thankfully, Radcliffe’s woodenness 
cannot wreck one of the film’s best 
scenes - a reunion with long-lost 
friends in The Forbidden Forest. 
Watson and Grint shine in their few 
scenes including that long-awaited 
kiss, and both sob convincingly as 
their teenage wizards come to terms 
with the enormity of their loss. 

It may not be the best film of the 
series - that honour still belongs to 
Alfonso Cuaron’s stunning 
interpretation of Harry Potter And 
The Prisoner OfAzkaban, which 
plumbed the dark, foreboding 
undercurrents of JK Rowling’s 
writing with flair. 

However, Deathly Hallows: Part 2 


brings down the curtain in style. 
The film opens with Voldemort 
(Ralph Fiennes) stealing the 
powerful Elder Wand from 
Dumbledore’s grave, which he will 
use to slay Harry. 

Dastardly acolytes Bellatrix 
Lestrange (Helena Bonham Carter) 
and Lucius Malfoy (Jason Isaacs) 
press forward with their diabolical 
plans, while Severus Snape (Alan 
Rickman) fills the vacant post of 
headmaster at Hogwarts. 
Elsewhere, Harry, Ron and 
Hermione continue their mission to 
track down the final Horcruxes, 
which contain fragments of 
Voldemort’s blackened soul. 

The quest leads to Hogwarts where 


fellow students Neville Longbottom 
(Matthew Lewis), Luna Lovegood 
(Evanna Lynch) and Ginny Weasley 
(Bonnie Wright) are ready to lay 
down their lives to protect Harry 
from Death Eaters. 

It builds relentlessly to the final battle 
at Hogwarts, which is brilliantly 
realised with a seamless conflation 
of live action and dazzling digital 
trickery. 

An attempted break-in at Gringotts 
Wizarding Bank introduces the blind 
dragon which guards the Lestrange 
Vault and the search for Rowena 
Ravenclaw’s lost diadem in the 
Room of Requirement is similarly 
thrilling. There will be few dry eyes 
when the credits roll.

W E’VE come a long 

way since the days of 
sky blue fences and 
decking, the must-haves in any 
makeover project during the 
BBC’s Ground Force days. 

There won’t be a blue fence in sight 
now that Chelsea award-winning 
garden designer David Domoney 
presents Garden ER, an eight-part 
garden makeover series that began last 
week on Channel 5, assisted by co-host 
Bonnie Davies. 

“Ground Force had a very distinctive 
style of garden. Everybody had blue 
fence panels and decking. I’ve 
endeavoured to create every garden so 
differently that you wouldn’t know it’s 
the same designer who’s done all of 
them. 

“I’ve put attitude into the gardens. 
Everything has a personality, matching 
who the homeowner is.” 

Each programme features a 
makeover of an average-sized garden in 
a new housing development in the 
Midlands, with plenty of suggestions 
on how to achieve garden glory on a 
budget. 


Quirky additions include palm trees 
the height of the first floor, 
flamethrowers have been used on 
decking to carbonise the surface, while 
strategically placed mirrors reflect light 
and space. 

The presenters will also be touring 
celebrity gardens, righting some of the 
worst gardening gaffes and ‘pimping’ 
up some garden sheds. 

“Most gaffes involve just planting in 
ones and twos,” Domoney explains. “If 
you want to do a Chelsea-style garden 
and you are planting bulbs, you plant in 
hundreds or in tens. The secret is that 
bold is beautiful.” 

Some people buy a series of different 
small plants when it would be best to 


invest in one significant specimen, he 
adds. 

“I don’t think there’s anything wrong 
in spending £500 or £1,000 on a single 
tree. If we do a garden for about 
£3,000, £1,000 might have been spent 
on a big tree. 

“Rather than go in for the smaller 
stuff, think about putting aside £200 for 
a decent tree and I promise you that 
will make a fantastic difference,” he 
enthuses. 

People often don’t get a balance 
between proportion and scale, he adds. 

“They’ll go out and find a little water 
feature and put it in the centre of a huge 
lawn. The secret is to buy in proportion 
of the space and try and find something 


that’s fitting.” 

Another big mistake people make is 
not investing wisely in stylish garden 
furniture, he observes. 

“If you have friends or relatives 
round for a barbecue, what comes out? 
Low-backed, white resin chairs which 
are looking stained. 

“Kitting people out with decent 
garden furniture is not expensive now. I 
walked into a B&Q and saw a full 
mosaic garden set for about £180. Why 
is everybody still using cheap plastic?” 

Planting at the wrong time can also 
lead to struggling plants and water- 
hungry turf. 

“People lay a lawn in the middle of 
summer, spray it lightly and then leave 


it - and after a few days, part of it’s 
brown.” 

Spring or autumn is the best time to 
lay turf and you need to lay it as soon as 
it’s delivered and keep it well watered 
until it’s established, which could take a 
month or two. 

Seek help if you’re unsure about a 
plant or design idea, he advises. Take 
pictures or cuttings if you want advice 
on design or plant identification and 
take them to your local garden centre 
where staff should be able to help. 

Gardeners on a budget should 
consider the five ‘Fs’ - flooring, 
fencing, features, foliage and flowers - 
he explains. 

“Don’t go for square grey slabs on 
your patio. There are so many different 
shapes, textures and colours on offer. 

“You can enhance fencing, not just 
by using different coloured stains but 
using willow wraps or liquid laminate 
wall art or outdoor mirrors. Treat any 
shed, garage wall, house wall or fence 
panel as you would inside your own 
home. 

“Be bold with features, choosing 
something that fits in with the garden, 
whether it’s water, statues or a gazebo. 

“Foliage is also important. Trying to 
get colour all year round is key. Big is 
good. Buy as big as you can afford or 
buy plants that are fast-growing. 

“Plant perennials such as lavenders 
and other perennials which will come 
back again and again. While they grow, 
use bedding to provide colour in- 
between.”

Blue heaven: Frankie Dettori snatched a 
sensational last-gasp victory on Blue Bunting 
(No 3) in the Darley Irish Oaks at the Curragh 
on Sunday. The QIPCO 1000 Guineas winner 
came with a stunning late surge to grab 
Banimpire on the line, winning by a short 
head, to take the fillies’ Classic for the 
Newmarket-based Godolphin operation and 
trainer Mahmood Al Zarooni. 

Only fourth in the Investec Oaks at Epsom - 
Dettori picked up a lengthy ban after he went 


easy on the filly and was caught for third in 
the dying strides - Blue Bunting (5-2) justified 
strong support to turn around that form. 
Dettori said: “If I had stayed where I was I 
would have only finished fifth. I was going 
nowhere, so I switched her out for some 
daylight and I knew she would finish hard. 

“I thought I would run out of time. But she 
picked up for me, just like she did in the 
Guineas.” 

The Yorkshire Oaks might be her next target. 


WILLIAM Buick believes the best is yet to 
come from Nathaniel, who has been 
added to the King George VI And Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot on Saturday at a 
cost of £75,000. 

John Gosden's colt was an impressive 
winner over the same course and 
distance in the King Edward VII Stakes at 
Royal Ascot after finishing second to 
subsequent Irish Derby victor Treasure 
Beach in the Chester Vase. 

Having skipped the Derby on account 
of fast ground, and also the Grand Prix de 
Paris last week, connections have taken 
the bold step to run him against older 
horses. 

And the test could not be much sterner 
as last year’s Derby and Arc winner 
Workforce, Coronation Cup scorer St 
Nicholas Abbey and Prince of Wales’s 
Stakes victor Rewilding are all set to run in 
a potential seven-runner ensemble. 

Buick said: “I think Nathaniel is 
improving and we certainly haven’t seen 
the best of him yet. If he gets his 
conditions, he’s a horse who definitely 
deserves his place in the race.” 

Workforce honed his preparations by 
delighting connections in a Racecourse 
Side gallop at the weekend. 

The four-year-old, with big-race jockey 
Ryan Moore in the plate, worked with 
lead horses Confront and early pacesetter, 
The Fonz. 

Confront took over, but when Moore 
asked Workforce to quicken the response 
was immediate and the colt readily went 
three lengths clear still on the bridle. 
Significantly, both trainer and jockey were 
all smiles afterwards. 

Rewilding also carries plenty of stable 
confidence as he steps back up to his 


optimum trip. Trainer Mahmood Al 
Zarooni said: “I think he has physically 
changed from three to four years old. 
When he was three, races took a lot out of 
him. This time he is stronger. 

“A mile and a half is his best distance so 
that is why we are really confident.”

The progressive three-year-old colt,

ROB Huff hit out at the stewards’ decision to give 
championship rival Yvan Muller only a suspended 
penalty after the two came together during the 
second of Sunday’s World Touring Car 
Championship races at Donington Park. 

The Newmarket driver saw his championship 
lead halved by his Chevrolet team-mate, who 
twice beat Huff into second place. 

But the second of those victories was 
surrounded by controversy as Muller knocked 
Huff sideways on the second lap before overtaking 
and eventually going on to win. 

The incident was investigated by the stewards, 
but Muller was only given a three-place grid 
penalty, suspended for the next two races at 
Oschersleben, Germany 

Huff was disappointed but not surprised by the 
decision. 

“The stewards are doing it for the championship 
because the only other option they had was to give 
him a 30sec penalty,” he said. 

“In that situation there would have been nearly 
a 50-point lead, and they don’t want that. 

“It’s a shame because it’s one rule for one and 
one for another. Unfortunately, that’s the way this 
championship goes sometimes.” 

Huff also said that Muller had ignored calls over 
the team radio to hand the position back, a 


movethatis likely to heighten tension in the 
Chevrolet garage. 

“We’ve got a drivers’ agreement in the team that 
if you hit someone and take advantage of it you 
give the position back,” said Huff. 

“If that’s the way the stewards are saying we’re 
allowed to drive by firing each other off, then I 
might have to change my tactics a bit.” 

Muller likened the situation to an incident in 
Portugal earlier this month when Huff overtook 
his team-mate on a chicane, a matter the stewards 
ruled on as a racing incident. But Huff clearly 
disagreed. 

“I’ve not spoken to him,” he said. 

“I don’t agree with what he did whatsoever. He’s 
wrong in doing what he did.” 

Being denied a maiden win on home soil in the 
WTCC added to Huff’s disappointment but a 
15-point lead in the championship and fantastic 
home support during the weekend offered some 
consolation. 

“I’m still leading the championship and have a 
15-point lead which is a nice lead. It’s a shame I 
didn’t get the win but I did the best I could. 

“It was great to see so many fans and family 
here. Seeing all the support I’ve got has been 
incredible and I hope I did them justice by getting 
two second places.”

52min while Rush was 476th, carrying on after 
receiving treatment following a fall two miles from 
the line. 

■ Jamie Shaw led in the Joggers’ quartet at the St 
Ives 10k. He was 15th in the 460-runner field, 
clocking 37min 46sec. Martin Gear recorded his 
second personal best in three days, finishing in 
38.49, followed by Jonathan Muffett 42.53 and Dave 
Price 57.19. 

■ Joggers finished 22nd out of 102 and the seventh 
male veteran team in the Ekiden Relay, which is run 
over the marathon distance. Michael Ball started the 
team off in the opening 7.2k with 29.55, and he was 
followed by Neville Clarke (5k, 21.23), Steve 
Edwards (10k, 43.46), Jim Withers (5k, 21.34), Brian 
Munns (10k, 39.49), and Peter Cotton (5k, 22.14). 
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
